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PREFACE 


This publication is a compendium of statistical highlights concerning 
culture in Canada, derived from a variety of Statistics Canada data- 
bases. The information is presented mainly in graphical form, with only 
summary explanatory text. Much of the material is provided by the Cul- 
ture Statistics Programme, a collaborative effort of the Department of 
Communications and Statistics Canada. 


Although this publication is neither a comprehensive statistical over- 
view of Canadian culture nor an exhaustive display of all culture data 
collected, I hope it will contribute to a better understanding of cul- 
tural circumstances and issues in Canada. It will also serve to clarify 
priority areas of data discrepancy. Statistics Canada would welcome 
Suggestions and comments on this publication or on the area of culture 
statistics generally.

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DATA LIMITATIONS 


Since some arts and culture data go back as far as the early 1950s, 
time series are shown wherever possible. In other cases, surveys were 
established only in the last decade, and methodological improvements 
have reduced the comparability of early results with those obtained 
later. For these instances, just the latest statistics are presented. 


The picture of culture in Canada shown in this publication contains many 
gaps. For example, as yet data are not gathered on Canadian crafts and 
craftsmen. 


Another limitation is that the Culture Statistics Programme is designed 
to focus on the professional arts; no information is currently collected 
on individuals participating in the arts as amateurs. 


ORGANISATION OF REPORT 


Arts and Culture: A Statistical Profile traces culture in Canada from 
creation to consumption. After a brief introduction, which attempts to 
place the topic in an economic context, the first major section con- 
siders the arts and culture labour force. The second deals with pro- 
ducers and distributors of cultural goods. Heritage institutions and 
libraries comprise the third element. The fourth shifts course to look 
at patterns of cultural consumption. Next, the role that governments 
play in funding cultural activities is outlined. The final pages pro- 
vide a short description of the Culture Statistics Programme and inform- 
ation about complementary and supplementary data that are available from 
other divisions of Statistics Canada.

INTRODUCTION 


Recognition of the social importance of arts and culture is increasingly 
accompanied by an awareness of their role in the national economy. To- 
day, they are not only a major contributor to the fabric of Canadian so- 
ciety, but also a multi-billion dollar business. With the growth of 
this industry come the complexities that attend any industrial sector: 
the question of ownership and control, particularly of companies oper- 
ating in the communications field; profit and loss considerations; the 
need for qualified manpower; and the influence of regulatory agencies. 


The economic aspect of arts and culture is now an object of policy con- 
cern. As in other areas, basic statistical work must precede policy 
formulation and decision-making. Statisticians are being asked to 
supply information that will provide an indication of the amount of eco- 
nomic activity generated by culture in Canada. Although methods used to 
measure this activity are still being developed, some basic indicators 
are available. 


In 1982, for example, direct spending by Canadians on home entertainment 
equipment and services, on books, newspapers and magazines, and on ad- 
mission to cultural events amounted to well over $5 billion. This re- 
presented 2.3% of all consumer expenditures for that year. 


But of course, direct spending by consumers makes up only a small por- 
tion of the revenue of many large cultural industries. Broadcasting, 
for instance, is funded almost entirely through indirect expenditures, 
either hidden advertising costs in purchases or taxes that support pub- 
lic broadcasting. Similarly, newspaper and periodical publishers earn 
about 75% of their revenue from advertising, the costs of which are in- 
directly passed on to consumers. 


Another way of illustrating the economic significance of culture is to 
measure the value of the total domestic production of cultural goods and 
services. Against the scale of the total Canadian economy, no industry 
appears very large. The arts and culture sector is no exception, 
accounting for about 2% to 3% of the Gross Domestic Product (G.D.P.), 
when only initial direct spending by the sector is considered. In 1982- 
83, it was estimated that the direct impact of the arts and culture sec- 
tor on the G.D.P. approached $8 billion. This level was somewhat higher 
than each of the tobacco, rubber and plastic, textile, clothing, petro- 
leum and coal products, and chemical products industries; it was about 
the same as the metal and mines industry and the electric power, gas and 
other utilities industry. 


An indication of the economic contribution of arts and culture can also 
be gained by looking at the number of people working in arts-related 
occupations. The 1981 Census counted almost 280,000 Canadians in the 
arts and culture labour force, a group of occupations whose increase be- 
tween 1971 and 1981 outpaced that of the total labour force and the pop- 
ulation as a whole. 


In sum, the arts and culture sector makes a substantial contribution to 
the country's economy and compares favourably with major industries 
which are more frequently thought of in economic terms. 


THE ARTS AND CULTURE LABOUR FORCE 


- The 1981 Census revealed that almost 280,000 Canadians included them- 
selves in occupational categories involved in arts-related activities 
(Appendix A). 


- Between 1971 and 1981, the arts labour force grew at a much faster 
rate (74%) than the total labour force (39%) or the population as a 
whole (13%). As a percentage of the total labour force, arts-related 
occupations rose from 1.8% to 2.3%. 


- Growth of the arts labour force between 1971 and 1981 exceeded total 
labour force growth in all provinces. The arts labour force more than 
doubled in Prince Edward Island and Alberta.

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- In the late seventies, Statistics Canada began a cycle of surveys of 
Canada's creative and performing artists, each survey conducted in a 
different year. Data have been collected on visual artists, writers, 
actors and directors, musicians and composers, and dancers and choreo- 
graphers. 


Visual Artists 


. The visual arts include painting, sculpture and other related graphic 
and plastic arts. The survey provided estimates for approximately 
3,500 visual artists. To be included in the survey, individuals had 
to have produced independent artistic work for at least eight weeks in 
1977. 


- Slightly over half the population of visual artists (56%) worked at 
their art full-time. However, the majority of artists, both full-time 
and part-time, were also engaged in other income-producing activities, 
such as the teaching of art. Some artists received additional revenue 
from awards, grants and prizes. 


. The median! income of full-time visual artists in 1977 was $7,600; 
less than half of this amount came from sales of art. Part-time ar- 
tists' median income was $6,400, and only $1,000 of this came from art 
sales. By way of comparison, the median income of all labour force 
members in 1977 was $10,800. 


. Sixty per cent of the visual artists were men. 


- Almost half of the visual artists lived in Ontario, compared with just 
over a third of the total adult population. The Atlantic region had 
slightly more artists than its share of the population would suggest, 
while Quebec and British Columbia had fewer. 


- Most visual artists had some formal art training; only one in seven 
was entirely self-taught. Census data for 1981 indicated that pain- 
ters, sculptors and related artists tended to have a higher level of 
education than the total labour force: 18% versus 11%. 


1 The median of any sequentially ordered set of numbers is the midway 
point.

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University and college graduates in selected arts occupations, 1981 
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Writers 


. The survey of writers covered approximately 3,100 individuals, 28% of 
whom had written full-time in 1978 (more than 30 hours each week). 
Another 67% had been part-time writers, while the rest had not been 
active as writers that year. 


. Almost two-thirds of the full-time and over half the part-time writers 
were men. 


. The median income of full-time writers was $12,500, just over half of 
which came from writing. Part-time writers had a higher median income 
-- $17,500 -- but only $1,400 of it came from writing. In comparison, 
the median for all members of the labour force in 1978 was $11,400. 


. Writers reached their audience in various ways. The great majority 
(80%) had written on a freelance basis for magazines and newspapers, 
while 60% had produced at least one book that had been published. 
Over 65% had theatre, film, radio or television scripts to their cre- 
dit. 


. Writers found other sources of income as well. Men often taught lit- 
erature, journalism or creative writing. The area of employment men- 
tioned most often by women was commercial writing, such as public re- 
lations, copy writing and report writing. 


- The 1981 Census showed that writers tended to be highly educated: 
more than 40% had a university degree, compared with 11% of the labour 
force as a whole.

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Actors and Actresses 


- According to estimates from the survey of professional actors and di- 
rectors, Canadian actors and actresses numbered more than 2,700 in 
1979. Fewer than a quarter of them were employed full-time in acting 
that year. 


- Actors outnumbered actresses three to two, and among those working 
full-time, the ratio was almost two to one. 


. The median income of full-time actors and actresses in 1979 was 
$20,000, with more than 80% of this amount derived from acting. The 
median income of those who acted part-time was $10,500, over half of 


which came from acting. These income levels compare with a median of 
$12,600 for all members of the labour force. 


. Live theatre was the primary source of acting employment for nearly 
half of all actors and actresses. Commercials ranked next at 23%, 
then television (16%), followed by film (9%), and radio (5%). 


- In addition to acting, many actors and actresses received some income 
from related jobs, such as teaching the performing arts or serving as 
Support staff in performing arts companies. Others found employment 
on a full- or part-time basis outside the performing arts. 


- Numerically, the profession was dominated by people younger than 40. 
The survey showed that this was especially the case for actresses, 
nearly three-quarters of whom were under 40. The median age of actors 
was 35, and of actresses, 31. 


. Over half of all actors and actresses lived in Ontario, while another 
30% resided in Quebec. By contrast, these two provinces were home to 
just 35% and 25% of the total population. 


- According to the 1981 Census, 28% of actors and actresses were univer- 
sity graduates, compared with 11% of the total labour force.

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Musicians 


. Statistics Canada's survey identified approximately 32,000 profession- 
al musicians -- people who had earned money from their music in 1982. 


. Of these musicians, 35% were instrumentalists, while another 30% were 
both vocalists and instrumentalists. Music teachers made up another 
15%; composers, 9%; and vocalists, 6%. The remaining 5% were arran- 
gers, orchestrators, music copyists or rehearsal accompanists. 


. About 32% of musicians worked full-time in music-related fields. 


. TO supplement their artistic income, a majority of the musicians took 
employment outside the field of music. 


. The median income of full-time musicians in 1982 was $18,000, and most 
of it -- $15,000 -- came from music-related employment. Part-time mu- 
sicians, on the other hand, had a median income of $14,000, and of 
this, $2,200 was earned from musical activities. In comparison, the 
1982 median income of all labour force participants was $16,500. 


. Male musicians outnumbered female musicians by more than four to one. 
Only among those who were primarily vocalists did women hold a slight 
majority. 


- Over half the musicians lived in Ontario, compared with 35% of the 
Canadian population as a whole. 


. Like artists in other fields, musicians were apt to be well-educated. 
According to the 1981 Census, 30% of conductors, composers and arran- 
gers were university graduates, as were 19% of singers and instrumen- 
talists. This compares with 11% of the total labour force. 


PRODUCTION AND DISTRIBUTION 


Performing Arts Companies 


- The annual survey of performing arts covers not-for-profit profession- 
al theatre, dance, music (symphonies and orchestras), and opera. 
These companies were "professional" in that at least one staff member 
(artistic or administrative) was paid on a regular basis. For 1982, 
responses were received from 253 companies.

. Approximately 28,000 performances were presented in 1982 by the com- 
panies that reported such data. 


. Revenues for performing arts companies totalled more than $153 
million. There was an almost even split between earned ($76 million) 
and unearned revenues ($77 million). 


. Government grants made up 74% of the unearned revenue, with private 
sector patrons accounting for 26%. Federal government sources pro- 
vided $31 million; provincial governments, $19 million; and local ad- 
ministrations, around $7 million. 


. About two-thirds of the earned revenues came from ticket sales; the 
remainder, from guarantees, media income and other sources. 
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Revenue and expenses per spectator of performing arts companies, 1982 
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- Despite their various sources of income, performing arts companies, on 
average, operated at a deficit. Dance companies had the greatest 


tectag deficit ($45,700), while opera companies had the smallest 
$9,400). 


- On average, about 60% of a company's total expenditures went to sal- 
aries (including artistic, technical and other personnel), and the 
rest to production, publicity and other expenses. 


Book Publishing 


- Statistics Canada's annual survey of publishers and exclusive agents 
in Canada covers about 95% of the commercial book publishing and uni- 
versity press business. No government publishing is included. The 
Survey results are supplemented by import data to give a more complete 
picture of domestic sales. 7 


- Book publishers, exclusive agents and other book importers sold an es- 
timated $1.2 billion worth of books in Canada in 1983. Revenue from 
the sale of English titles represented an estimated 83% of the book 
market. Titles published in Canada accounted for about one-quarter of 
all sales.

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- The following figures from the 1983 survey of book publishers apply to 
173 Canadian-controlled firms and 29 foreign-controlled firms. Con- 
trolling interest refers to the ability to determine the organiza- 
tion's operating and financial policies, including the selection of 
the majority of its directors. 


. Many publishers imported books. Imports accounted for 55% of foreign- 
controlled publishers’ net domestic sales; the corresponding figure 
for Canadian-controlled firms was 34%. 


- The textbook market represented 42% of foreign-controlled publishers' 
net domestic sales, while Canadian-controlled companies inade over half 
(54%) of their sales from the tradebook sector (books marketed to the 
general public). 


- Over 8,600 titles, almost two-thirds of them new, were published in 
Canada in 1983. Of the new titles, 58% were by Canadian authors and 
31% by foreign authors; the nationalities of the authors of the re- 
maining 11% were not identified. Ontario and Quebec accounted for 
more than 90% of all titles published and reprinted.

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- Foreign-controlled Ontario publishers produced the largest number of 
titles per firm. 


- Federal government grants to book publishers totalled $8.7 million; 
provincial governments and arts councils gave a total of $2.6 million. 
These statistics are based on data from 135 out of the 202 publishers. 


- The 173 firms that supplied employment data reported around 4,800 
full-time workers in 1983. 


Newspaper and Periodical Publishing 


- One hundred and twenty-four daily newspapers, 1,154 non-dailies, and 
974 periodicals were published in Canada in 1983. Many more 
periodicals, mostly of an academic or non-commercial nature, were also 
published. 


- The daily newspaper industry is characterized by a high level of 
corporate concentration. By the early 1980s, four ownership groups 
controlled 65% of the circulation.

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A 1982 survey of newspaper and periodical publishers showed that their 
net revenue amounted to more than $2.5 billion. Daily newspapers

Advertising accounted for about three-quarters of the total revenue of 
newspapers and periodicals. 
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Broadcasting 


. In 1983, private broadcasters operated 475 originating radio stations, 
81 originating television stations, and 651 cable systems; in addi- 
tion, the Canadian Broadcasting Corporation (CBC) owned and operated 
68 radio and 30 television stations. 


. Operating revenue for broadcasting (including the CBC) surpassed $2.5 
billion in 1983 (September 1982 to August 1983). 
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Revenue of private broadcasters and CBC, 1962-1983 (current dollars) 
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Source: Radio and television broadcasting, Statistics Canada, Catalogue 56-204, various issues. 
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. The 79 private television broadcasters that responded to the 1983 sur- 
vey had operating revenue of $833 million, almost 90% of which came 
from advertising, and the remainder, from program sales and syndica- 
tion fees. These broadcasters reported about 6,900 full-time emp- 
loyees (full-time equivalent). 


. The operating revenue of the 404 private radio broadcasters that re- 
sponded to the survey was $492 milion, almost all of it derived from 
advertising. About 9,700 full-time workers (full-time equivalent) 
were employed by these broadcasters. 
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- Operating revenue of the 527 cable television licensees surveyed in 
1983 passed the half billion dollar mark -- $535 million. The 302 re- 
spondents that supplied employment data had the equivalent of 6,400 
full-time workers. 


- Total operating revenue of the CBC (radio and television) for the 
1982-83 fiscal year amounted to $166.7 million (over 90% from adver- 
tising). For the same period, the Corporation received Parliamentary 
appropriations of $744 million, about 91% of which was applied toward 
Operating expenditures. The CBC employed the equivalent of 12,300 
full-time workers. 


Film Production 


- Film-making is still a relatively small industry in Canada. The 497 
production companies surveyed had gross revenue of $177 million in 
1982, of which almost 90% ($154 million) stemmed from film production 
activities. 


- Television commercials accounted for almost 35% of film production 
revenue, and television programs, about 24%. Feature films made up 
another 13%, while theatrical shorts represented less than 1%; the re- 
maining 28% came from a variety of productions such as educational and 
industrial films.

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- In 1982, the industry produced just over 10,800 films, videotapes and 
videocassette disks. Close to 64% of these productions were in 
English; 33% were in French; and the remainder, in other languages. 


. The 497 firms were concentrated in Ontario (257) and Quebec (111). 
These two provinces accounted for 56% and 30% of all productions, re- 
spectively. 


- In addition to 91 working proprietors, the reporting companies em- 
ployed 1,317 full-time and 404 part-time workers. 


Film Distribution 


. A total of 115 film distributors provided data for the 1982 survey. 
The head offices of 63 of these firms were located in Ontario, and 36 
were in Quebec. Four head offices were situated in British Columbia, 
3 in Alberta, and 2 in Manitoba. Seven companies that were not based 
in Canada also responded to the survey. 


. The distributors reported gross revenue of $286 million from the sale 
or rental of films and videotapes. The 20 foreign-controlled distri- 
butors accounted for 73% of this amount, and the 95 Canadian-con- 
trolled firms, the other 27%. 


. Theatrical releases provided over half the film distributors’ revenue, 
and productions for free television added almost a third. Pay tele- 
vision and home video productions contributed 7%. Non-theatrical 
(educational and industrial) sales and rentals made up the remainder. 
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Film distributors’ revenue and payments, 1982 
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- Almost all the film material distributed was foreign. Canadian pro- 
ducts represented about 20% of the revenue of Canadian-controlled com- 
panies and less than half of 1% of the revenue of foreign-controlled 
firms. Canadian productions are defined according to a number of 
criteria regarding financing, certification, nationality of producers, 
and nature of the organisations responsible for the production. 


- Of the 43,000 productions distributed in 1982, 89% were in English, 
10% in French, and 1% in other languages. 


- The distributors’ royalty, rental and commission payments to foreign 
copyright-holders totalled $163 million, more than 20 times the amount 
paid to Canadian copyright-holders. 


- The 115 companies reported 7 working proprietors, 695 full-time and 98 
part-time employees. 


- The number of feature films shown in Canadian movie houses varies from 
year to year, but a general downward trend was evident in the late 
1970s and early 1980s. New theatrical releases numbered almost 1,000 
in 1977, but fell to just over 500 in 1982. 


- About 30 new Canadian features reached the screens each year in the 
1970s and early 1980s, compared with fewer than 10 a year during the 
1960s. The origin of features is determined by the place of residence 
of the majority of copyright-holders of the productions.

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- In 1982, 42% of new feature films were from the United States, and 27% 
from France. Italy and Germany were also prominent sources of new 
releases. 


Recording Industry 


. Record companies are the recording industry's equivalent of book pub- 
lishers: they produce master recordings or lease master tapes from 
other production companies, arrange for the manufacture of records and 
tapes, and supervise the promotion and distribution of releases. 


- The survey for 1983 covered 103 record companies, 68 of which were in 
Ontario, 24 in Quebec, and 11 in other provinces. 


. The 94 companies that reported revenue grossed $324 million in 1983; 
sales of discs and tapes represented $220 million or about two-thirds 
of that amount. 


. Ten foreign-controlled companies earned 82% of industry revenue, 
while 84 Canadian-controlled companies divided up the remaining 18%. 
Nine other Canadian-controlled firms did not report any revenue, but 
released new recordings during the survey year.

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- Top 40/rock/disco records and tapes accounted for more than 60% of 
1983 net sales. The next most-bought categories were adult popular 
music (16%) and country/folk (7%). This pattern reflected sales by 
foreign-controlled firms. Trends were similar for Canadian-controlled 
companies, but top 40/rock/disco made up a considerably smaller share 
of their market, and children's music, a somewhat larger portion. 


. Canadian content represented around 14% of the net sales of records 
and tapes in 1983. The Canadian Radio-Television and Tele-conmunica- 
tions Commission defines a "Canadian content" musical selection as one 
that meets any two of the following criteria: the music was composed 
by a Canadian; the lyrics were written by a Canadian; the instrumenta- 
tion or lyrics were principally performed by a Canadian; the live per- 
formance was wholly recorded in Canada. 


. Almost 46% of the net sales of Canadian-controlled firms were derived 


from products with Canadian content. The corresponding figure for 
foreign-controlled firms was 10%.

. The companies surveyed released 4,813 new singles and albums in 1983; 
foreign-controlled firms accounted for 78% of these new recordings. 
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- Close to 85% of the new releases were in English; French-language al- 
bums and singles accounted for 6%. The rest were recorded in other 
languages or were instrumentals. 


- Although foreign-controlled firms earned more from Canadian content 
Sales than did Canadian-controlled companies ($18.8 million versus 
$11.4 million), the latter issued more new releases with Canadian con- 
tent than foreign-based companies -- 548 singles and albums compared 
to 448. 


- The 64 record companies that reported employment data had 2,619 full- 
time and 224 part-time workers. 


Annual data on the number of recordings manufactured show a steady 
rise in cassettes but a drop in albums since 1981, so that by 1984 the 
numbers were almost equal: about 37 million. The number of singles 
stood at 20 million, while cartridge production had all but ceased.

- The annual survey undertakes to cover heritage institutions that 


are accessible to the public and are non-profit. The universe 
consists of approximately 1,900 institutions, including museums, 
art galleries, archives, aquariums, zoos, planetariums, historical 
restorations, parks, and other related institutions. The figures 
shown here are based on reports received from 1,396 institutions 
for the 1982-83 fiscal year.

. Ontario and Quebec had the highest number of heritage institutions: 


33% 


and 17% of the total, respectively. Together, the Prairie Pro- 


vinces accounted for about 23%, and the Atlantic Provinces, 14%. Bri- 
tish Columbia was home to another 12%. 
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. Heritage institutions recorded close to 81 million visits, almost as 
many as regular movie theatres. Parks were the most popular choice -- 
about 45% of all visits were to nature parks. 


. The approximately 1,300 institutions that provided employment data re- 
ported the equivalent of 15,200 full-time workers. Volunteers accoun- 
ted for nearly 11% of the hours worked in heritage institutions. 


. The reporting institutions had operating revenue of nearly $437 
million in 1982-83. The federal government was the major source, con- 
tributing 41% of the total. Provincial governments followed with 282, 
and regional and local governments provided another 11%. The re- 
maining 20% came from the private sector (institutional and corporate 
grants and donations, individual donations, membership and admission 
fees, gross revenue from recreational activities fees, and other re- 
venue including interest and income from endowment funds). 


. The financing of Quebec's heritage institutions did not follow this 
pattern. There, the provincial and local governments were the first 
and second most important sources. 


Public Libraries 


- In 1983, Canadian readers had access to 3,136 library service points, 
which included 1,014 main libraries, 2,015 branches and 107 library 
vehicle station stops. That year, these service points handled close 
to 155 million transactions.

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- Book holdings totalled close to 52 million volumes; periodical sub- 
scriptions amounted to 119,200 titles. 


- British Columbia's libraries were the busiest in the country in that 
they checked out an average of 9.3 books per capita and averaged 
99,000 transactions per library service point in 1983. 


- Public libraries employed the equivalent of 11,355 full-time workers. 


- The 1983 revenue of public libraries was almost $416 million. Local 
governments supplied 69% these funds; provincial governments contri- 
buted another 22%; and the remaining 9% came from donations and other 
sources.

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- Financing varied substantially by province. Public libraries in 
Ontario and British Columbia received more than 75% of their funding 
from local governments and less than 20% from provincial grants. By 
contrast, in Newfoundland, Prince Edward Island, New Brunswick, the 
Yukon, and the Northwest Territories, libraries received more than 90% 
of their income from provincial or territorial governments. 
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Time Use 


In the fall of 1981, Statistics Canada, the Department of Communica- 
tions, and Employment and Immigration Canada sponsored a pilot study 
of the way people aged 15 and older spent their time. Although the 
results cannot be generalized to the Canadian population, preliminary 
findings provide insights into cultural activities. 


A random sample of approximately 2,/00 respondents from 14 urban and 
rural areas were asked to recount their activities of the previous 
day. For every activity, they provided start- and end-times, and for 
activities not of a personal nature, where they were, who they were 
with, and what else they were doing simultaneously (secondary activ- 
ity). Their main activities were termed "primary" and added up to 24 
hours a day. 


- The study found that cultural pursuits were the primary activity for 
an average of 2.7 hours a day. 
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Daily time use, 1981 
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. Watching television was the most popular pastime -- an average of al- 
most 22 hours a week. It was the primary activity for about two- 
thirds of that time.

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- Although an average of 17 hours a week was spent listening to radio, 
records or tapes, this was mainly as a background to other activi- 
ties. Only 5% of radio listening was a primary activity. 


- The study showed that the television audience builds slowly throughout 
the inorning and afternoon, increases quickly in the early evening, and 
balloons to its maximum between 9 and 10 p.m. It then drops sharply 
as viewers go to bed. 
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Time spent listening to radio and watching television, 1981 
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- In contrast to television, the radio audience reaches its maximum 
during the breakfast hours. With the exception of peaks at lunch and 
during the afternoon rush hour, radio listening declines throughout 
the rest of the day. 


- Reading occupied almost 8 hours a week, but it was a secondary ac- 
tivity for about 3 of those hours. 


- More time was spent reading books than any other print medium. News- 
papers, however, were read by the largest number of people -- about 
one in three survey respondents each day. Magazines ranked third in 
terms of reading time. 


. Creative hobbies and arts-related activities consumed about 4 hours a 
week. 


Television Viewing 


- Since the inception of television broadcasting in Canada, government 
regulators have sought to maximize Canadian programming. But for 
broadcasters, it has always been cheaper and more profitable to import 
programs than to produce their own. Furthermore, viewers can receive 
foreign-produced shows directly from American border stations and from 
cable and satellite transmissions. 


. A "Canadian" television program is a live, videotape or film 
production of any length that meets a set of guidelines regarding 
creative personnel and financing, which are administered by the 
Canadian Radiolelevision and Telecommunications Commission. 


. According to audience survey figures for fall 1983, about a third of 
viewing time was devoted to Canadian programs. 


. Dramas and comedies accounted for just over half of viewing hours. 
Foreign programming captured nearly 95% of the drama and comedy 
audience. 
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Television viewing , fall 1983 
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Canadian programs attracted more than 85% of the audience for news, 
public affairs and sports. 


Viewers with cable were less likely to watch Canadian stations and 
Canadian programs than people without it. 


Newspaper and Periodical Circulation 


In 1983, Canadians bought about 5.6 million copies of daily newspapers 
each day: 4.6 million English-language copies, just under one million 
French-language copies, and about 15,000 copies of dailies published 
in other languages. 


Although average daily circulation rose over the past 30 years, it did 
not keep pace with growth of the adult population. 


In 1983, more than 1,100 non-daily newspapers were published in 
Canada, with combined per issue circulation of over 12 million. 


The 974 periodicals published in Canada in 1983 had a combined per 
issue circulation of almost 50 million copies. This figure excludes 
non-commercial publications such as academic journals that do not seek 
to attract advertisers and the many foreign magazines available to 
Canadians.

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Film Attendance 


: In 1982, Canada's 983 regular movie theatres sold 87.6 million 
tickets, and the 270 drive-ins, 9.7 million. That represents more 
than 4 visits per person aged five and older during the course of the 
year. 


- Film attendance peaked at 256 million in 1952 and declined rapidly 
over the next decade, as virtually every Canadian home acquired a 
television set.

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. Although film attendance may vary somewhat from year to year, the size 
of the audience -- about 95 million -- has not changed appreciably 
since the mid-1970s. 


Performing Arts Attendance 


. Professional performing arts companies (theatre, music, dance and 
opera) played to audiences totalling 9.7 million in 1982, an increase 
of almost 50% since 1976. 


. Live theatre accounted for 65% of total attendance, having presented 
by far the greatest number of performances.

. Music (symphonies, orchestras) drew the largest audiences: an average 
of about 1,000 per concert. Theatre drew the smallest audiences, 
averaging fewer than 300 per performance, while dance and opera 
companies attracted audiences of about 700. 


Consumer Expenditures 


. Direct consumer expenditures on culture (home entertainment equipment 
and services, reading material and admissions to cultural events) 
totalled $5.3 billion in 1982. This represented 2.3% of total 
consumer expenditures that year.

- While the money spent on culture varied greatly from province to pro- 
vince, there was little difference between them when it is expressed 
as a percentage of total family expenditures. Prince Edward Island, 
at 1.8% of total spending, was the only province that differed marked- 
ly from the national average of 2.3%. 
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. Canadian families spent an average of $490 each on culture-related 
products and activities in 1982. Just over half ($249) of these ex- 
penditures went to home entertainment equipment and services. About a 
third ($158) was spent on reading material and other printed matter, 
and the remaining portion ($83) paid for admission to cultural events. 


- Culture expenditures ranged from a high of $589 per family in Alberta 
to $286 in Prince Edward Island. Newfoundland and Nova Scotia were 
the only other provinces where spending fell below $400. 


Home Entertainment Equipment 


- As early as 1950, radios were to be found in almost every Canadian 
home; today, nearly 45% of all households have three or more. 


Introduced in the early 1950s, television was in over 90% of Canadian 
homes by 1965. Now, virtually every household has a set, and close to 
90% have colour television.

. Just over three-quarters of all households had record-players in 1984, 
and somewhat more than half had tape recorders. 


- The hook-up of Canadian households to cable television levelled off at 
about 60% of all homes in the early 1980s. 


- The number of households with video cassette recorders more than 
doubled from 1983 to 1984, and now over one million homes are equipped 
with VCRs. 
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GOVERNMENT SUPPORT 


- All levels of government in Canada spend money to support arts and 
culture. 


- Federal and provincial expenditures on culture during the 1983-84 fis- 
cal year totalled about $2.5 billion. Municipal governments spent an 
estimated $580 million. These figures include transfer payments be- 
tween all levels of government. 


- Federal government spending on culture amounted to $1.55 billion. 


- Broadcasting absorbed almost 67% of the federal culture budget. Heri- 
tage activities ranked a distant second, accounting for 15%, followed 
by film (6%), and performing arts (5%).

- Seven departments and agencies received over 90% of the federal cul- 
ture funds. The CBC alone represented nearly two-thirds of the total. 
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. After the CBC, the Department of the Environment (Parks Canada) had 
the highest expenditures on culture, although the amount was only 
about a tenth of that devoted to broadcasting. The National Film 
Board, the Canada Council, and the National Museums of Canada each 
accounted for about 5%.

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- The Department of Communications spent $27 million on culture. The

- Expenditures on culture claimed $991 million out of provincial bud- 
gets. The provinces transferred close to one-fifth of this amount to 
the municipal level. 


- Provincial governments differed from the federal level in their cul- 
ture spending priorities, with close to half of expenditures going to 
libraries. Heritage activities absorbed another 20%, followed by 
broadcasting (about 13%) and performing arts (8%).

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THE CULTURE STATISTICS PROGRAMME 


The Culture Statistics Programme dates back to 1972, when the Government 
of Canada approved funding of $1 million to establish a programme to be 
administered jointly by the Arts and Culture Directorate of the Secre- 
tary of State Department (later to become part of the Department of Com- 
munications) and Statistics Canada. Before 1972, Statistics Canada had 
a small culture statistics unit, focusing on libraries, museums and 
films, which served as the nucleus for the new, more ambitious under- 
taking. 


The impetus behind the new operation was undoubtedly the growing inter- 
est of the federal and provincial governments in the development of cul- 
tural activities. Statistical data and analyses had become indispens- 
able for determining needs and formulating policies, as well as for 
evaluating programme effectiveness. Furthermore, the number of artistic 
and cultural organizations was growing, and these groups were looking 
for statistics to help them improve their management and operations and 
document their requirements. 


The Culture Statistics Programme surveys the production of cultural 
goods and services and their consumption and use. The Culture Subdivi- 
sion of Statistics Canada's Education, Culture and Tourism Division con- 
ducts regular surveys of performing arts, creative and performing ar- 
tists, cultural activities of Canadians, heritage institutions, li- 
braries, film, radio and television, the recording industry, newspapers 
and periodicals, book publishing and distribution, libraries, and 
government expenditures on culture. 


In addition to these surveys, other divisions of Statistics Canada 
develop databases and issue publications that provide information about 
culture. These divisions include Census, Consumer Income and Expendi- 
tures, External Trade, Manufacturing and Primary Industries, Merchan- 
dising and Services, and Transportation and Communications. Data from 
these Divisions supplement the information gathered by the Culture Sub- 
division, and in some instances, constitute key elements of the culture 
database. 


Culture statistics are in demand from many public and private institu- 
tions and from individuals. The Department of Communications, other 
federal and provincial departments and agencies, as well as foreign 
governments and international organizations, all find these statistics 
useful. Equally important are clients from the private sector: business 
and industry, arts associations, the media, and universities. 
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To meet the needs of these diverse client groups, the Culture Statistics 
Programme offers data in a number of formats. Custom tablulations of 
the most current survey results can be ordered as soon as the data have 
been compiled and verified. Culture Communiqué, the monthly service 
bulletin, is designed for a general audience and provides highlights of 
survey findings. Other more extensive publications present detailed 
data and in-depth analysis. In addition, some information is available 
on microfiche, computer tape, or CANSIM, Statistics Canada's electronic 
data bank. 


In May 1984, the National Advisory Committee on Culture Statistics was 
established to monitor trends in culture and to assess the needs the 
programme should fulfill in the future. Members of the Committee, all 
from outside the government, are chosen by the Deputy Minister of the 
Department of Communications and the Chief Statistician of Canada, on 
the recommendation of the Culture Statistics Programme Joint 
Co-ordinating Committee. Selection is based on experience and expertise 
in culture and statistics, rather than affiliation with particular 
cultural communities. The National Advisory Committee's recommendations 
were presented in its first annual report, Culture Statistics Programme 
-- A First Review by the National Advisory Committee on Culture 
Statistics in August 1984. This report ts available to the public.
